WHY THE V FORMATION WHEN 
WATERFOWL MIGRATE. 
HE question of why waterfowl 
or other birds that travel in flocks 
invariably fly. in a V shape is 
brought up by George Pinneo 
and is a mighty interesting subject. 
The sight of migrating ducks and geese 
going along in wedge formation is a 
common one to outdoorsmen, especially 
the shotgun fans who love to hrnt 
these birds, but possibly few men ever 
stop to think about the “ why’ of this 
fact. 


George sends along his opinion In, 


this fashion: 

““Birds or animals on land traveling 
from one point to another, except when 
there are such numbers as to make 
that line too long, travel directly b-- 
hind one another. 

“In flight, however, the formation is 
reversed, and some form ofa V. Why 


other, in flying? 

“The answer is very simple to the 
hunter who has sat in a blind and had 
a flock of deep sea ducks literally 
breeze past at close range. There is 
an appreciable motion of the air set 
up by strong wings maintaining a 
speed somewhere between 80 and 120 
miles an hour. 

“Tf twenty birds in this case flew 
in a straight line, one directly behind 
the other, those near'the end of the 
line would be required to expend a 
large amount of useless energy. 

“ Therefore all the winged creatures, 
in any considerable flight, assume some 
sort of a V formation, so that no in- 
dividual in the flock is compelled to 
fly through air from which the inertia 
has been taken, and all are on equal 
wing. so to speak.”
